WABHntanm, Aug. 8.—Mr. CuUom 
offered a resolntlon instmcting the com- 
mittee on the inter-state commerce to 
make a fall investigation into the re- 
lations of the Canadian railroads, with 
transportations across the continent, 
of commerce which naturally belongs to 
the United Stotes. 


Senator Gorman supported the reso- 
lution by declaring that it was time the 
senators joined the Irish

PiTTSBUBO, Aug. 8.-Andrew Carnegie 
and his partners are completing arraage- 
ments to have their own railroad from 
the Edgar Thompson steel plant at Bes- 
semer to the lake. 
This will neoeesi- 
tate the building of ever 'sixty* mUi3s of 
new road from Bessemer to Mincirva, 
Ohio. There the line will connect'with 
the Cleveland, fonngstowh and AilAmoe 
railroad, which is already operated by 
Carnegie Bros. & Co. 


This latter line runs to Phalanx, Ohio, 
on the New Tork, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio railroad, within a few miles of 
Lake Erie. 
It will be extended to the 
water's edge. 
So far as known the new 
road is purely a private enterprise of 
Carnegie's. 
The total coet of thti* de- 
pendent rolling stock will be over 
000,000.

nounced dead twenty-five minutes after- 
ward. The prooession started to the an- 
nex at 1 a. m. 
The execution was wit- 
nessed by about thirty persons. 
Mor- 
gan was on the scaffold when the spec- 
tators enteriad the execution department. 
He looked like a liigh toned gentleman 
dressed for an evening ball. 
The war- 
rant was read and Morgan refused to 
say a word, but stood like a statue as 
the ropes were adjusted. 


A friend of his raised some disturb- 
ance and talked loud until put out, but 
was readmitted at the request of the 
oondemned. 


When all was ready and the cap drawn 
down and the rope began to tighten, 
Morgim spoke in a loud tone, "Ghood 
bye, Nellie," and he passed through the 
trap. 


The work was not suocessfuL 
The 
body writhed in the greatest agony, the 
legs jerked, while the arms swung and 
the hands clutched. 
He was slowly 
strangled to death. 
The soene was a 
horrible one. 


Before his execution he wrote a letter 
to Tom Draper, cf New Tork City, ask- 
ing him to attend some personal matters 
in reference to some of his intimate 
friends and relatives. 
In the letter he 
reveals the fact that his real name is 
Charlie McDonald. 
He also wrote an- 
other letter to the warden of the Ohio 
penitentiary, thanking him for his kind- 
ness and attention and closed by de- 
claring his innocence and reiterating the 
assertion that time will prove it. 


If another hearing had been granted 
him he oould have brought witnesses, 
he says, who would show that he was in 
Piiiladelphia when the rescue was made. 


HIS Haw TOBK BBCOBD. 


Naw Tobk, Aug. 8.—The police of 
this city are well acquainted with the 
career of Blinky Morgan, now that he 
has revealed himself as Chas. MscDon- 
aid. He was an English thief who went 
by the names of Charles Cooper, Charles 
Morgan and Blinky Morgan, by reason 
of a defect in one eye. 
His picture is in 
the rogues' gallery and he trained with 
the Bed Leary gang. His specialty was 
that of a store bnrghur and he was a 
ccwardly tt iof, never taking risks. For 
that reasan his crime in Ohio is a sur- 
prise to the New Tork police. 
He was 
onoe sent to prison here for burglary and 
after he had served the sentence left the 
neighborhood. 


Oht Has Itt 
The New Tork Herald says: 
(General Harrison declares that *the 
republican party has by its l^slation 
shown its capacity wisely to reduce our 
revenues and at the same time to pre- 
serve the American system." 
And when was this? 
In the last tariff revision undertaken 
by the republican party it promised to 
reduce a forty-two per cent, tariff twen- 
ty per cent, and to cnt down the reve- 
nues $80,000,000. 


Instead of doing this the republican 
party reduced the average rate less than 
two per cent, and out off less than $40,- 
000,000 of revenue. 
It actually raised 
the duty on some articles, through the 
tricky and desperate expedient of legis- 
lating in conference committee. 


During the last six years of republi- 
can rule the surplus revenue wrung 
from the people by nnneccessary taxa- 
tion averaged over $100,000,000 a year. 
When the democrats came in and under- 
took to fulfil the unredeemed pledges of 
their opponents the republicans in the 
house voted solidly during two sessions 
of congress against even considering the 
subject. And when the democrats in 
the present house proposed to reduce a 
47 per cent, tariff to 42 per cent.—or 
jnst where it stood in 1881—the repub- 
licans cry out that it is a measure of 
"i<ree Trade."
